CHILD GUIDANCE CLINICS 


How they fit into the children’s work com- 
munity? part the Commonwealth Fund’s pro- 
gram for the prevention juvenile delinquency the 
National Committee Mental Hygiene has opened 
several clinics different types communities 
others are being asked for beyond the ability the 
Committee supply them. the Louisiana State 
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Conference for Social Betterment recently the liveliest 
discussion was aroused the description their work, 
which merely one sign the wide-spread interest 
they are creating the idea exhaustive study each 
child for the purpose preventive treatment. 

Designed for the handling so-called problem cases 
case work methods, they necessarily have relation 
the general work which goes for dependent and 
neglected children the communities where they are, 
not only because not few the latter groups are 
problems, but also because the treatment cases 
passing through the clinics community resources, which 
include children’s case work agencies, are used the 
treatment undertaken after diagnosis has been made. 
Some communities see the clinics short cut the 
solution the problems child care they have failed 
grapple with previously. Sometimes they are wanted 
adjuncts the public school system, sometimes 
connection with the juvenile courts, inasmuch they 
are supposed deal with the pre-delinquent children 
who would, not straightened out, later come the 
attention the court. Children’s workers older, 
less highly specialized organizations are naturally try- 
ing get clear their own minds how the two pieces 
work may related the best advantage. 

not propose more than raise the question 
here. Accumulation and study the experience 
the clinics and communities where they operate will 
necessary before any very settled conclusions can 
worked out. Certain questions, however, force 
themselves attention the present time. For ex- 
ample, the clinic the last step long development 
children’s case work that can operate only com- 
munities having this preliminary development? 
some this thought the case, that the idea 
clinic community without this antecedent develop- 
ment seems uneconomical not impossible. They take 
the position that the co-operation from other agen- 
cies required the clinic must largely terms 
case work, absence case work means ineffective co- 
operation and the crippling the clinic. This view 
assumes that the clinic more diagnostic station 
than treatment center (another interesting question), 
and that consequently the treatment any consider- 
able number children will impossible without co- 
operating facilities. This would seem limit the bene- 
fits clinics those communities already well equipped 
with child-care agencies. This view sees the clinic less 
separate entity than adjunct services 
already existing. 

There are, however, other views the matter. Can- 
not clinic pioneering instrument communities 
unprovided with children’s case work service? so, 
how does inform the community about the need? 


Obviously, the clinic admirable place discover 
and tabulate information about certain kinds chil- 
dren’s needs community. come some the 
children who are having the worst difficulties and for 
whom the community ought something. One can 
see how clinic director would moved campaign 
for better provisions for childhood. course, would 
present the community the kinds needs which had 
come the attention the clinic. One answer 
would receive would certainly be, enlarge his staff 
take care greater volume cases and more 
follow-up work with his own staff. But what about 
the other children the community, dependent and 
neglected, who are not problems and not come the 
attention the clinic? Will the director the clinic 
understand their needs, and will position 
put those needs before the right people effective 
way? many communities not provided with 
agency doing general children’s case work such children 
uninvestigated into orphanages. How much data 
will the clinic gather such children the course 
its regular work? 

But another debatable question ties with this use 
the clinic. Should clinic tend become general 
children’s case work agency for children, with special 
department psychiatric service for the difficult 
pre-delinquent cases? And does embark this, 
under whose direction will operate—the mental special- 
ist some one less specialized along highly technical 
Who will best see the general situation and inter- 
pret it? the former charge, then one must ask 
whether economical use highly trained special- 
ist general administrator piece work much 
which does not fall within his special field. Moreover, 
there would seem some possibility the general 
work intruding the time and energy the special 
clinic staff such degree hamper their special 
work. the other hand, good thing for chil- 
dren’s case workers spend all their time the 
problem cases that come clinic—may not this 
narrow down their interests and practices un- 
desirable degree? 

Combination services popular aim many 
places. The contributors are pressing for through 
chests and other devices and, certainly, combinations 
that conserve the good the several elements ought 
make for more and more efficient results. The question 
is, what services can best combined? some cities 
protective work, temporary care and placement for 
adoption are being done one 
where attempts are being made combine family and 
children’s case work services one organization.

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THE TRI-STATE CONFERENCE COLUMBIA, 


Recognizing the need for regular house cleaning and 
appraisal institutional policies, orphanage workers 
North Carolina, South Carolina, and Georgia held their 
Tri-State Conference Columbia, April 
May 

The program covered variety institutional prob- 
lems special interest workers children’s homes. 
attracted registered attendance about 70. 

Dr. Kesler, the Thomasville Baptist Orphan- 
age, discussed difficulties adjusting children the 
institution relatives when the situation compli- 
cated physical, moral, economic incompetence 
parents other relatives. 

The fact that there are some mentally retarded chil- 
dren most institutions stimulated the discussion 
accompanying the address Dr. Jones, Presby- 
terian College, Clinton, observer education 
operates children’s institutions, Dr. Jones com- 
pared chronological and mental ages institutional 
children, children communities with low standards 
living, and children the socially fortunate classes, 
such are found those city schools which serve the 
families professional and middle classes. Referring 
his study fourth grade children, found that 
the above order the progression these three classes 
was, for chronological age levels downward, and for 
mental age levels upward. 

gave statistics covering the fourth grades 
schools serving each these classified groups. the 
orphanage fourth grade found about percent. 
the children with chronological age above 10.5 years. 
used 10.5 years maximum age for the normal 
fourth grade child who has entered the first grade be- 
fore his seventh birthday. then classified the causes 
for retardation this large proportion the orphanage 
school population. This causation was attributed 
five sources, several which frequently assist re- 
tarding the same child: 

health. 

Lack preparation. (Inadequate pre-school 
training, poor training home supplemental 
school work, and inferior education early years 
elementary schools.) 

Social background. (Families living poverty 
levels, where the mother industrial employ- 
ment, illustrate this influence.) 


Habit development neglected outside school. 
Feeble minds. 


pointed out complications existing the orphan- 
age school-room. contained feeble-minded children, 
children progressing normally, and many whose higher 


chronological and mental ages justified rapid advance- 
ment opportunities. 

Dr. Jones indicated how unfair treat all re- 
tarded children though they were feeble-minded. 
Only with rapid advancement classes for the neglected 
child and opportunity classes for the feeble-minded child 
can institutions treat this situation properly. 

Dr. Jamison discussed several our greatest 
needs institutions are fit the child for normal life. 
Backed his record for selecting high-grade matrons 
Connie Maxwell Orphanage, insisted that 
institution prepared serve children unless its staff 
made persons character and culture. 
expects matrons well educated and resource- 
ful his school teachers for the task understanding 
children. addition bringing persons character 
the children, claimed equally necessary 
that the child learn mingle with people the nearby 
communities. 

Dr. Jamison contended that the greatest educational 
problem confronting the head children’s institution 
concerns the child’s vocational training. teaching 
the trades vocationally indicated the need for study- 
ing union labor standards. Otherwise the so-called 
vocational education the child may fail include the 
specialized training needed. questioned the wisdom 
duplicating the institution expensive machinery 
and other trade-school equipment already available 
shops and schools the town. 

pointed four necessary adjustments the 
child money are expect him become good 
citizen. Unless the children’s home teaches its wards 
earn, spend, give, and save money, fails equip 
them properly. 

Other addresses and the discussions following indi- 
cated that the Tri-State Orphanage workers are gaining 
much annually exposing themselves the ideas 
others. Few states are prepared attempt demo- 
cratic and honest effort raise the standards 
their children’s homes.—H. 


KINDERGARTENS 


Major Bradley Martin, President the National 
Kindergarten Association, has recently stated that only 
500,000 children the United States have the oppor- 
tunity kindergarten training and 4,000,000 are 
denied it, which means only one nine those eligible. 
Town after town found where kindergarten has 
ever been established and there are many cities where 
there are kindergartens but that have quite inadequate 
accommodations for all who should have the benefits. 
recent visit some the Central Eastern cities 
brings out the unfortunate information that school 
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departments cities and states that are feeling the 
brunt hard times seem drop their kindergartens 
more readily than any other work. believe that 
the kindergarten has definite mission training the 
young pre-school child good habits, let give the 
movement our full backing.

THE MODEL MATRON 


the April issue “Our Monthly,” published 
the Thornwell Orphanage, Presbyterian institution 
located Clinton, C., there article the 
Superintendent, Rev. Ross Lynn, outlining the 
qualifications model matron. 

Some the fundamentals enumerated are follows: 


She Christian whose love expresses itself 
first all giving her presence the children. The 
pity our day that many unnatural mothers shove 
their children off irresponsible servants, the 
‘movies,’ the streets. The matron Thornwell 
does not have oversee meal preparation. The meals 
are prepared central kitchen. She does not have 
the general sewing. This done the sewing 
room. She does not supervise the laundry. Her first 
and foremost duty and the thing for which she em- 
ployed and for which the salary paid give her 
presence the children. This means protection the 
children and essential for their training. One boy 
said, ‘We like this home. Our matron always here 
when come in.’ would cheaper buy 
dummy and set rocking-chair the matron’s 
room than pay the monthly salary matron who 
keeps herself shut her room. 

She realizes that she the institution serve. 
That means special thought and attention must 
given the less favored, less attractive, and backward 
children. conceivable that matron might want 
only bright, attractive, pleasing, promising children 
her home. She take them they come and put her 
best into what may seem the worst children. 


She has peculiar concern for new children, with 
special sympathy for them, with loving determina- 
tion make them soon feel home. How strange 
they must feel. How frightened they often are. How 
homesick they often become. The matron’s duty 
strive adjust the new child his new environment. 

She deals fairly and squarely and justly with all 
the children. Children are quick detect unequal 
treatment. There nothing that hurts the child more 
and transforms him into real problem than feel 
that has not had ‘square 


NEWS FROM OUR MEMBERS 


Mrs. Elizabeth Rogers, Director the Children’s 
Protective Division the Nebraska Humane Society, 
Omaha, reports progress made the care illegitimate 
children that city. While the number may not 
any larger than formerly, more cases have been brought 
their attention, thus enabling them obtain better 
results. The care given the mothers has made 
possible for them larger number cases keep 
their babies for least the first months their lives 
and give them start life, which every child 
entitled. 


The Children’s Aid and Society for the Prevention 
Cruelty Children Essex County, New Jersey, 
that April year ago the Board Free- 
holders Essex County established Juvenile Psychi- 
atric Clinic, with Dr. James Plant, formerly associ- 
ated with the Judge Baker Foundation Boston, 
charge. his staff are Chief Social Service, three 
full-time and two part-time social workers, and two 
stenographers. During the year 413 cases have been 
carefully examined. The Clinic has proved great 
value social agencies Newark and the courts. 
This year appropriation $24,500 has been made 
and second psychiatrist will added. far 
know this the first clinic the United States 
established with county funds. Congratulations 
Newark! 

The Brooklyn Children’s Aid Society reports that 
during the last few years there has been marked in- 
crease the number requests for child placement 
for temporary care. These are mostly cared for the 
shelter, which has recently doubled its capacity. 
these cases temporary care parents seem realize 
and live their financial obligations more fully 
than cases permanent long-time care. 


The Brooklyn Juvenile Protective Association was 
until recently called the Brooklyn Juvenile Probation 
Association. Besides changing its name has also 
changed its work. Instead devoting itself the 
preventive phase juvenile delinquency work the 
juvenile court, now undertaking work preventing 
delinquency the schools. Visiting teachers have been 
placed public schools No. No. 136, and No. 141. 
The development these various schools quite dif- 
ferent. school No. the problems seem mainly due 
poverty, and scholarships will great service. 
school No. 136 the Association has been asked 
ascertain why percent. certain classes are falling 
behind their school work. school No. 141 the 
Association devoting itself work with serious 
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behavior problems. seeking ascertain whether 
the differences race, neighborhoods, and recreational 
facilities, well other factors, may the causes 
responsible for these conditions. 


The White-Williams Foundation Philadelphia, 
which started its existence the Magdalen Society 
about one hundred and fifty years ago, has been doing 
scholarship work since development their 
policies this work has been interesting. first the 
aim was keep boys and girls but very soon 
was found unsatisfactory accomplish this unless 
the boys and girls really wanted remain school, and 
the parents were eager also and willing co-operate, 
even the point making some sacrifice the time 
for the future benefits. Besides considering the appli- 
cant from educational standpoint, social study 
made and psychological examination also part the 
routine procedure. While the award and administra- 
tion places emphasis upon its being educational and 
not relief measure, far possible the amount the 
scholarship adjusted the family income. 
varied from $1.50 $8.00 per week, with the average 
amount about $5.00 per week for school year 
forty weeks. This scholarship sense loan, but 
the applicant later position return part 
all it, this may done. The first responsibility 
the scholarship recipient the education and physical 
welfare the younger members the family. Seven 
scholarship children will graduate June. least 
five these are interested attending the Philadelphia 
Normal School.
